Snafu  Besets  Concerts; 
Big  Programs  Bog  Down

The  story  behind  this  year’s  Homecoming  concert  has  been  quite  an 
interesting  and  long  story.  Many  people  are  still  expecting  Glen 
Campbell ; some  thought  John  Davidson  was  to  come  or  any  number  of 
other  performers. 

Plans  for  the  concert  began  last  June  when  Reed  Halladay  and  the 
Social  Office  decided  to  make  arrangements  early.  With  nearly  five 
months  prior  notice,  it  was  felt  by  the  committee  that  they  could 
“shop  around”  and  find  a tremendous  act. 

After  searching  for  a short  time,  preliminary  feelers  to  singer-actor 
Glen  Campbell  began  to  look  optimistic  and  an  offer  was  made. 
Campbell,  at  the  time,  was  free  and  prospects  seemed  bright  for  his 
appearance  at  the  concert.  The  administration  was  “very  cooperative” 
in  making  the  concert  possible  by  raising  the  ticket  price  ceiling  and 
assisting  any  way  they  were  asked.  While  all  of  these  preparations  were 
being  made,  Campbell  refused  to  say  anything  definite.  Over-extended 
and  over-worked,  Campbell  finally  was  forced  to  turn  down  offers 
totalling  $120,000  for  the  weekend  of  October  30th  to  November  1st 
alone. 

GETS  OUT 

Campbell’s  cancellation  only  six  weeks  before  the  event  put  the 
concert  committee  in  a bind.  Because  of  the'  short  notice,  many  of  the 
groups  which  might  have  been  able  to  appear  if  asked  earlier  were  tied 
up. 

Upon  finding  that  performer  John  Davidson  was  available  and 
interested,  BYU  made  an  immediate  offer  which  Davidson  accepted. 
For  the  moment  the  concert  seemed  finalized,  but  within  a week, 
Davidson  notified  the  Social  Office  that,  very  reluctantly,  he  would  not 
be  able  to  come  due  to  an  appearance  on  the  Daniel  Boone  show. 
Apparently  his  TV  bookings  take  all  precedence  on  his  busy  schedule. 

With  the  concert  now  less  than  thirty  days  away,  the  scene  was

Politics  and  Judaism  manifested 
itself  in  the  form  of  Dr.  Fred 
Krinsky,  chairman  of  the  Dept,  of 
Political  Science  at  the  University 
of  Southern  California. 

Professor  Krinsky  spoke  twice 
in  the  Varsity  Theater,  first  at 
noon  on  “An  Analysis  of  the 
Current  Struggle  In  the  Middle 
East”  and  again  at  2 p.m.  on 
“Judaism  and  Political  Activism.” 

In  his  first  lecture,  Dr.  Krinsky 
explained  that  his  remarks  were  a 
“series  of  forcefully  casual 
observations  on  the  Middle  East 
crisis  ...  its  to  get  you  to  go  to 
the  library  and  do  more  research.” 

He  then  began  to  examine  to 
what  degree  the  powers  involved 
in  the  Middle  East  problem, 
Egypt,  Israel,  the  United  States 
and  Russia,  can  break  the 
deadlock  that  now  exists. 

To  do  this,  the  practicing  rabbi 
described  how  each  of  these 
powers  regarded  the  peace 
resolution.  draw.n  .up  by.  the 


Security  Council  of  the  United 
Nations. 

This  resolution  stated  that  both 
sides  should  withdraw  all  forces, 
that  Arab  refugees  should  be 
taken  care  of,  that  Israel  should 
have  navigation  rights  and 
thatland  boundaries  in  the  area 
should  be  drawn  as  they  were 
before  the  conflict. 

In  this  light,  Dr.  Krinsky  stated 
that  in  general  Israel  wants,  “a 
vindication  of  its  desire  for  peace 
and  the  return  of  its  1948  claims, 
along  with  direct  negotiation  with 
the  Arab  states.”

CHELMSFORD,  England  (AP)  - Princess  Anne,  19,  daughter  of 
Queen  Elizabeth  II,  buckled  on  a seat  belt  and  successfully  drove  a 
police  car  a dizzy  dozen  times  around  a skid  pad  made  to  stimulate  icy 
road  conditions,  at  the  opening  of  a police  cadet  training  school.  She 
climbed  out  and  asked,  “Now  may  I have  free  parking  for  life?”  Last 
month  she  drove  a double-decker  bus  at  a training  center  ceremony. 


JERUSALEM  (AP)  — Yitzhak  Pundak,  assistant  labor  minister,  told  a 
news  conference  that  despite  guerrilla  organization  threats,  18,000 
Arabs  from  occupied  areas  of  Jordan  are  working  in  Israel,  mostly 
farming  and  building,  and  10,000  are  on  waiting  lists  for  work.  There 
are  about  1 .5  million  Arabs  in  Israeli-held  territories. 


MELBOURNE  (AP)  - Estimates  made  from  a tobacco  company 
survey  indicate  cigarettes  are  the  biggest  selling  item  on  Australian 
grocery  shelves.  The  figures  show  that  for  each  $1,000  in  sales, 
cigarettes  bring  $106.30,  butter  $71.40,  biscuits  $58,  sugar  $51,  eggs 
$39,  washing  powder  $39,  frozen  poultry  $37,  etc.  The  Victorian 
Anti-Cancer  Council  reports , three  million  of  the  12  million  Aussies 
smoke  cigarettes. 


JAKARTA,  Indonesia  (AP)  — Prison  authorities  report  35  per  cent  of 
Jakarta  women’s  penitentiary  inmates  are  teen-agers  jailed  for  killing 
their  illegitimate  babies.  Most  are  serving  up  to  20  years. 


BONN,  Germany  (AP)  - West  Germany’s  new  Bundestag  re-elected 
Kai-Uwe  von  Hassel,  a former  defense  minister,  as  its  president  Monday 
to  pilot  the  next  four  years  of  parliamentary  work.

LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  — Jayne  Mansfield’s  five  children  will  receive 
$22,000  each  in  a settlement  of  a suit  filed  after  the  actress  died  in  a 
car  crash. 

Superior  Court  Judge  Arthur  Marshall  also  approved  Monday  an 
agreement  that  three  of  the  children  receive  an  additional  $5,000  each 
because  of  their  injuries  in  the  accident  that  killed  their  mother  June 
29,  1967.

LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  — The  City  Council,  apparently  unimpressed  by 
a plea  that  topless  and  bottomless  entertainers  help  rejieve  the  tensions 
in  society,  has  voted  9-1  to  ban  them  from  Los  Angeles  bars  and 
nightclubs. 

The  balloting  Monday  was  a preliminary  move  involving  approval  of  a 
committee  report  and  directing  the  city  attorney  to  draft  ordinances  to 
cover  the  situation. 


SAN  BERNARDINO,  Calif.  (AP)  — Thirty  persons  who  saw  a man 
shot  to  death  refused  for  12  hours  to  give  authorities  any  information, 
sheriffs  detectives  said. 

“I  questioned  persons  from  3 a.m.  to  3 p.m.  before  anyone  would 
admit  seeing  the  shooting,”  said  detective  Don  Hardy.  He  said  he  finally 
gave  lie  detector.tests  to  three  witnesses.

The  deer  hunter,  with  his  cool 
head,  keen  eye,  and  superior 
equipment,  is  a natural  for  close 
combat  conditions  in  the  dense 
jungles  of  Vietnam.  What  is  more, 
unlike  the  average  soldier,  who 
must  be  motivated  to  fight  by 
love  of  country  or  fear  of  death, 
the  deer  hunter  is  motivated  by 
his  instinctive  drive  for  the  kill,  an 
instinct  which  may  as  well  be  put 
to  use  in  patriotic  service. 

Cost  to  the  government  would 
be  minimal.  Some  deer  would 
have  to  be  shipped  to  Vietnam, 
but  the  cost  could  be  defrayed 
through  the  sale  of  hunting 
licenses.  The  government  would 
also  offer  the  same  travel  benefits 
to  deer  hunters  now  enjoyed  by 
U.S.  servicemen.  But  the  deer 
hunters  themselves  could  provide 
rifles,  handguns,  ammunition, 
jeeps,  motorcycles,  food,  clothing, 
tents  and  other  necessary  survival 
equipment;  items  which  most  of 
them  already  own.

Dr.  Virginia  F.  Cutler,  world  traveler,  home  economist  and  former 
dean  of  the  College  of  Family  Living,  has  assumed  the  chairmanship  of 
BYLP s new  Family  Economics  and  Home  Management  Dept. 

The  department  was  created  this  fall  when  Housing  and  Home 
Management  was  divided.  The  other  new  department  is  Environmental 
Design  under  the  direction  of  modern  furniture  designer  Milo 
Baughman. 

Family  Economics  and  Home  Management  now  includes  only  the 
classes  formerly  taught  in  home  management,  but  Dr.  Cutler  anticipates 
adding  several  new  courses  in  international  home  economics  as  well  as  a 
graduate  program. 

Dr.  Cutler  visualizes  a course  of  study  leading  to  work  assignments  in 
nations  with  varied  economic  and  cultural  bases.  Students  could 
concentrate  on  studying  uses  of  natural  resources  to  provide  better 
housing  and  nutrition  for  the  world’s  poor.  In  this  specialized  area 
students  would  work  closely  with  the  Asian  Studies  and  economics 
departments. 

The  new  chairman  has  just  returned  from  the  University  of  Ghana  in 
West  Africa  where  she  taught  for  three  years  as  a Fulbright  professor.

The  policies  of  THE  DAILY 
UNIVERSE  and  positions  on 
military  service  drew  debate  at 
Wednesday’s  Hyde  Park  Free 
Forum.  The  forum  gathered  150 
students  into  the  Memorial 
Lounge  of  the  Wilkinson  Center. 

THE  DAILY  UNIVERSE  was 
criticized  for  “mediocrity”  of 
style,  for  failing  to  provide 
“enlightenment  on  what’s 
happening  on  the  campus  and  in 
the  world,”  and  for  “too  much 
advertising.” 

Sheldon  Miller,  a senior  in 
political  science  from  Provo, 
called  for  more  columns,  daily 
editorials,  book  reviews  and  movie 
reviews.  “Things  like  this  would 
make  it  a little  more  academic,” 
he  said.  Another  student  called 
for  an  elected  editor  for  the 
newspaper. 

Pierre  Hathaway,  editor  of  THE 
DAILY  UNIVERSE,  said 
advertising  was  necessary  because 
it  provides  most  of  the  revenue 
for  the  newspaper. 

He  was  asked  whether  he  would 


welcome  rival  papers  on  campus 
and  answered  “I’m  running  one, 
it’s  not  my  business  if  you  run 
another.”  He  said  the  newspaper 
was  already  serving  the  24,000 
students  and  the  administrators 
and  faculty  members  on  campus. 

Ron  Dummar,  a senior  in 
English,  precipitated  debate  by 
quoting  Thomas  Monson  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  that  the  duty  of 
young  men  in  the  Church  was  “to 
serve  our  country  in  military 
service.” 

Other  students  countered  that 
the  “government  sees  pacifism  as 
a legal  way  to  serve  our  country,” 
and  Miller  added  that  the  Church 
does  allow  conscientious 
objection  if  a young  man  “goes 
through  the  right  channels.” 

Another  student  called  BYU  a 
school  whose  students  have  a 
“business  mentality,”  meaning 
that  their  goal  is  to  become  a part 
of  the  working  force.

An  audio-visual  “auto-tutorial” 
laboratory,  designed  to  encourage 
each  student  to  learn  at  her  own 
speed,  is  now.  in  use  by 
sophomores  in  BYU’s  College  of 
Nursing. 

Patterned  after  similar  labs  in 
use  at  two-year  colleges  in 
California,  the  auto-tutorial  lab 
includes  a motion  picture  viewing 
room,  a reading  corner  stocked 
with  current  professional  journals 
and  an  eight  bed  practicum  lab. 
BYU  is  one  of  the  few  four-year 
colleges  in  the  nation  to  use  such 
a lab  in  its  nursing  course. 

Equipment  was  installed  during 
the  summer  with  the  aid  of  BYU 
Educational  Media  Services,  and 
includes  tape  recorders,  overhead 
projectors,  filmstrip  projectors, 
slide  carousels  and  movie 
projectors.  The  students  have 
been  instructed  in  the  use  of  this 
equipment,  and  may  work  with 
the  films  and  tapes  individually  or 
in  small  groups.

Members  of  BYU’s  music 
faculty  presented  an  evening  of 
chamber  music  Monday  night  to  a 
larger-than-usual  audience  in  the 
Recital  Hall  of  the  Harris  Fine 
Arts  Center.

Clayne  Robison,  with  his 
impellingly  expressive'  baritone, 
next  performed  a cycle  of  four 
love  poems  by  Heinrich  Heine  set 
to  the  music  of  Schumann.  By 
reading  the  English  translations 
first,  he  added  much  to  the 
audiences  enjoyment. 

The  professional  sounding  duo 
of  Percy  Kalt  on  violin  and  Paul 
Pollei  on  piano  performed  the 
“Sonata  in  E flat  major”  of 
Beethoven.  Kalt’s  rich  and  moving 
tone  on  the  slow  movement  was 
contrasted  to  the  seeming  ease 
with  which  Pollei  performed  the 
runs  and  arpeggios  in  the  allegro 
sections.

The  final  number  was  Mozart’s 
Quintet  in  E flat,  featuring  Reid 
Nibley,  piano;  Darrel  Stubbs, 
oboe;  Ralph  Lay  cock,  clarinet; 
Glenn  Williams,  bassoon;  and 
Richard  Ballou,  French  horn.  The 
music  was  delightful,  and  Nibley’s 
years  of  experience  on  the  concert 
stage  jelled  the  work  into  an 
exciting  classical  experience.
